COMMENT OF THE DAY 


-A Crucial Stage In Korea 


ITH the sudden onslaught of the 
JVV., Spring rains, turning the battle 
-nreas into a quagmire -and grounding 
‘United Nations aircraft, the ‘stage is 
set for what could prove the severest 
test yet encountered by the Allied forces 
in Korea. It could also turn out to be 
decisive in the long drawn out struggle. 
Chinese Communist hordes are moving 
swiftly to enable them to launch # major 
offensive with a weight of numbers cer- 
taln to compel concession of ground, but 
if the U.N. divisions can effectively over- 
come the weather handicap, which must 
seriously jeopurdise their mobility over 
_ the ground and fire power at crucial 
points, the collapse of an all-out Chinese 
attempt to wrest victory out of a costly 
and gruelling misadventure could easily 
be the prelude to a negotiated settle- 
ment of the dispute. It is obviously 
premature to bank on auch an event, 
- but a demonstration of the futility of 
Red endeavours to dislodge the Allied 
armies will certainly offer better pros- 
pects than “speculation in Washington 
on the possibility of on unexpectedly 
abrupt end.” Meanwhile, Seoul and 
other skeleton towns of Korea must 
prepare. for further desolation, 
symbol.of the price which the Korean 
people have paid and are paying to re- 
sist aggression and prevent a third 
world war. What is happening on that 
tragic peninsula to the population, to 
their possessions, to the allied forces, 
makes no sense unless the reason for 
the agony and the ruin are constantly 
remembered. Whatever the final out- 
come, the first battle in History waged

Mr F.C, Barry sald: 

Reforring baax to the clauses 
In the proposed Ordinance upon 
which the Board have solicited 
our opinion (the items'on pages, 
4 and § of ithe Chairman's 
specch) there is, I think, no 
major ebjection to the provisions 
relating to the tenure, pler rents, 
pler repairs, fares and charges, 
and assigninent.. The clauses 
which we are not prepared to 
accept are those denling with 
advertising, compulsory purchase 
and royalty. I will take adver- 
aisina and = royalty clauses 
together, os they are doth con- 
cerned with the carning capacity 
of the business, and I will revert 
subsequently to the compulsory 
purchase provisions. 

We accept the principle that 
voyalty should be payable in 
respect of the undertaking to 
Government, but we do not 
accept that it should be pay- 
able on anything other than 
the net profits derivable frem 
worklng. The royalties payable 
by two other utility companies 
which are calculated upon this 
besls He between 209 and 25% 
of net profits. If we accept that 
the higher figure should be patd 
by the Ferry Compuny’' and that 
the total net profit, including 
advertising revenue, should be 
subject to one royalty charge

The  Abercromble report was 
finished in September, 1948, but

was to come Into operation on the 
Ist January, 1950, This then was the 
first concrete dnformation.on the 
future operating conditions for the 
Company, supplicd to us only forty- 
seven days before the new conditions 
were to coma-into effect, after four 
years of continuous pressure on our 
part. During theso four years 
aithough the future of the Company 
was shrouded in uncertainty we did 
not sit back, as we might well have 
done, and await some rantee of 
pecunity. fleet of °G vessels. 
badly damaged during the occupation 
period, was completely. rehabilitated 
at a cost of $4,072,359.00, and the two 
forty piers ro likewise recondi- 
tloned. Between 1945 and December, 
1949. when the lexsca expired arid the 
plers reverted to Government without 
any. compensation whatsoever being
